Mrs. Heard has for some weeks 
giv en her subject the most careful 
stud}^ and the result of her thor­ 
ough research was a credit not only 
to herself but to her club as well. 
T h^ *îMhject of “ Trav eling Li­ 
braries” is of special interest to 
the women of Sedalia at the pres­ 
ent time, as it will be one of the 
topics 
considered 
at 
the com­ 
ing 
meeting 
of 
the 
Federa­ 
tion 
of 
Missouri 
Clubs. 
As 
the 
name 
suggests, 
“ trav eling 
libraries” are collections of books, 
usually thirty or forty v olumes, 
sent on demand to towns or dis­ 
tricts in the state. 
The object of 
this new and worUiy enterprise is 
to reach people who liv e in isolated 
districts, to bring them in touch 
with the 
world b y 
them to read good books. 
Mrs. 
Heard in 
her 
tions 
found 
that 
“ trav eling li­ 
braries’’ are of two kinds, those 
supported by state appropriation 
and those established by priv ate 
contributors. 
A Boston railroad 
company was the pioneer in this 
excellent work. 
In 
1869 it es­ 
tablished a library which was cir­ 
culated among the employes. 
The 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad soon 
after established a library which 
was circulated through eight ^states 
east of the Mississippi riv er. 
Nothing more was done in this 
line until 
1890, when the Wells 
Fargo Express company collected 
a library for the use of its em­ 
ployes. 
The result of this mov e 
was the establishment of reading 
rooms at Mexico City, Kansas City 
and J ersey City. 
In 
1893 “ trav eling 
libraries” 
were established by law in New 
York. Catalogues setting forth the 
rules and regulations were sent out 
ov er the state, and early in 1893 
the first library was mov ed from 
the State univ ersity, which institu­ 
tion had charge of the state books. 
In eight months the number liÆ 
increased to twenty-four. 
In 1894 
N ew York had 124 libraries in cir­ 
culation, and in 1896 no less than 
283. 
In 1896 the Iowa legislature ap- 
priated $4,cxx) for a public fund to 
establish libraries to be loaned to 
local authorities. 
Montana is the only other state 
that has prov ided a public fund for 
circulating libraries. 
Her legisla­ 
ture appropriated $1,000 and $300 
in addition annually for that pur­ 
pose. 
In Nebraska, N ew J ersey, Ken­ 
tucky and Colorado trav eling li­ 
braries are managed entirely by the 
W om en’s clubs. 
Much has been accomplished in 
Ohio in this work. Although there 
is no regular state fund, the trav el­ 
ing libraries are managed by a state 
commission, and the books belong­ 
ing to the state library are circu­ 
lated ov er the state. 
In Wisconsin and Michigan the 
libraries sent ov er the states hav e 
been established by the generosity 


of priv ate citizens. 
Pennsylv ania 
has no state appropriation, but the 
city of Philadelphia has in circula­ 
tion ninety libraries of twenty-fiv e 
v olumes each, supported entirely 
by city appropriation. 
Very little of this noble work has 
been done in IMissouri, 
but the 
Women’s clubs are activ ely en­ 
gaged in collecting material for a 
“ Trav eling Library.” 
Thers are many people liv ing in 
isolated districts of Missouri who 
can, by the united eiTorts of the 
clubs and the legislature, be much 
benefited. 
Mr. N. O. Nelson, of 
St. Louis, has made the first dona­ 
tion toward this end. 
The Kansas 
City clubs hav e raised $100 to be 
used for the purchase of books. 
Mrs. Martha Dibble is the chair­ 
man of the library committee, and 
will read a paper on that subject 
at the federation meeting.
